Co-Operatiye Wheat Pools 


With the abolition of the Wheat Board created under the stress of war 
conditions for the marketing of the wheat crop of Canada, and the unsettled 
state of world markets since then, the problem ef marketing the wheat of 
this Dominion so as to bring an adequate return to'the wheat growers has be- 
come more and more acute. Steps taken to. revive the Wheat Board under 
peace conditions fn 1922 and 1923 having ended in failure, despite all the ef- 
forts of the Western Provincial Governments, the farmers themselves are 
now engaged in the reallf formidable task of endeavoring to create co-opera- 
tive pools to-act as selling agents for all wheat consigned to them, the idea 
being that once these pools are successfully lauiched a joint-selling organt- 
zation will be sét up to handle the export end of the business. ne 

The first essential to the success of this new method of marketing is that 
at least one-half of all the wheat growers in each Province creating a pool 
‘shall by signed contract bind themselves to deliver all the wheat grown by 
them to the pool for a period of five years, and accept in payment therefor 
the average price realized in each selling “season. 

In a word, the proposal is that, instead of each farmer selling his. wheat 
individually, fifty per cent. of them or more shall sell collectively. The small, 
pioneer farmer with only a ‘few loads to-sell, and the farmer having heavy 
liabilities to meet and who is therefore compelled to sell immdiately his wheat 
is threshed, is to be placed as nearly as possible on a basis of equality insofar 
‘as marketing is concerned with the large and well established farmer ship- 
ping wheat by the carload and who, by reason of his established position and 
credit, can choose the time of selling as prevailing market prices may dictate 
as being the most advantageous time to sell. Z *. 

Under the plan proposed, inst@éad of an enormous volume of wheat being 
thrown on the market under pressure by a large number of farmers early in 
the season, thus forcing down the price, the wheat will all pass through a 
co-operative pool-and be handled by it so as not to “break” prices, and thus 
obtain the highest possible average price for all, 

Whether this pooling arrangement. will realize for the farmers all that 
is claimed for it is, of course, open to question.

course of a few weeks if the pools in the various provinces are to. become 
operative this year. There is, therefore, no time to be lost on the part of all 
farmers, business men, and others, who believe that this new method of mar- 
keting gives promise of sugcess and a betterment to agricultural conditions 
throughout Western Canad: é

Banking is subject to conditions 
that apply to ordinary business, and 
to push it beyond its natural limita- 
tions is OMly to court danger.

taken by a banker are considerable, 
even when his hands are unfettered.

Experiment at Detroit 

A meéthod of burning coal twice, and 
; thus materially reducing the cost of 
‘automobile manufacturing, has been 
perfected by a firm of New York chem- 
ists, and taken over by Henry Ford, 
according to Emil Piron, who, with his 
associate, V. Z. Caracristi, conducted 
the experiments. “The method 1s 
practicable and is a success beyond all 
doubt,” said Piron. Mr. Ford is now 
engaged in constructing buildings at 
Detroit, where the new process will-be 
put into operation. 

One of the principal by-products will 
be gasoline, which can be produced at 
an estimated cost of six-cents a gal- 
lon. . Thus the joys of motoring are 
likely to be brought into easy reach of 
nearly everybody in the country, if the 
hew process proves workable when it 
is actually put into operation on a 
commercial basis.

—with which he can make his own 
steel instead of buying it as at pres- 
ent—motor gasoline, lubricating oll, 
fertilizer, creosote, gas and grease, 
Diron sald.

Natural Resources Bulletin 


Flax Seed Industry is Reaching Sub- 
stantial Proportions 

The Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service of the Department of the In- 
terior at Ottawa, says: 

The prairie provinces during the 
past five years produced. 5,730,000 
bushels of flax seed, per year,.a large 
proportion of which is used in the 
making of linseed oil. A report of 
production of this oil for.1920 shows, 
that there are eight mills in Canada 
crushing flax seed, of which Manitoba 
has two, Alberta one, Ontario two, 
Quebec Three. There were used 
1,527,096 bushels of seed, from which 
were produced 2,627,265 gallons of lini: 
seed oil, 798,975 gallons of boiled jin- 
seed oil, and miscellaneous products, 
including oil cake and meal, to the 
value of $2,149,903. The capital in- 
wested in the industry was $2,911,634, 
and the number of employees 211. 
Last year imports. amounted to but 
1,173,454 pounds, whereas in 1921 
there was 5,955,926 pounds imported.

Mistletoe a Deadly Parasite 


For 12 Years Scientists Have Beef’: 
Studying Extermination 

If the silent signal of the mistletoe 
hanging from the chandelier means 
anything to you uext Christmas, re 
member for an instant that in the 
southwest it is a commercial pest, and 
that for 12 years aclentisis have been 
studying its depredations and how 
best to exterminate it. 

Mistletoe fastens on the yellow 
pine tree, checks growth and finally 
causes the tree to die. By the De- 
partment of Agriculture it is called an 
“Insidious and destructive disease,” 
and its eradication 4s an imporiant 
problem. . 

About the only way to get rid of this 
parasite js to cut down the tree oa 
Which it is fastened.

Bavarian Village Turns Out Bulk of 
World's Supply 

In the village of Mittenwald, in the 
heart of the Bavarian highlands, live 
the men who manufacture the greater 
part of the world’s supply of violins. 
Mittenwald has taken the place of 
Crémona. Of the 1,800 inhabitants of 
the. village, over 800 are lusively 
odcupied with the manufacture of vio- 
lins, and the output reaches 60,000 vio- 
ling per annum.

Each 
family of violin makers has its own 
particular trade secret, a sort of trick 
of the trade, handed down from father 
to son, but for general. instruction in 
violin making an interesting school is 
carried on in the village.

Vice-Admiral Keyes Has 
Another War Secret 

A war secret involving the destruc- 
tion of thirteen German submarines 
was revealed at Folkestone by Vice- 
Admiral Sir Roger Keyes, when he 
wis presented with the freedom of 
the borough. Sir Roger said that in 
October, 1917, a German submarine 
which had been blown up in Water 
ford Harbor, was raised, when most 
valuable information was found on 
her. There were details as to how 
German submarines got under or over 
the mine barrage across the Straits 
of Dover. The Admiralty then estab- 
lished a long line of small craft, mann- 
ed by 150 fishing crews. The result 
was that thitteen German submarines 
were soon lying at the bottom of the 
channel between Folkestone and Cape 
Griz Nez. 

Previously the losses of English 
merchant vessels had amounted to 
70,000 or 100,000 tons pet week, 
but aga result of this operation that 
was reduced by five or six thousand 
tons per week.

Progress in Alberta 
Dairy Industry 


Growth of the dairy industry in Al- 
bevta is hown by the figures oi in- 
creased production covering the four 
months trom -May te August of tuis 
year. In practically every phase of 
the in-lustry there has been further 
deve «pment this season, . 

Ju the butte: mavketing service cou- 
ducted by the provincial dairy branch 
there has been an increase of 6&0 per 
cent, in the arcou.nt handled in the four 
months compared with the same per- 
iod of last year. The amount handled 
this year has been 697,444 lbs, form 
eleven creameries compared with 536,- 


1955 lbs. from nine creameries in the! 
\ 


same four months of 192z. 

The butter grading service has 
handled 33 per cent, more butter in 
the same period last year, this year’s 
figures. being 6,631,424 Ibs. from 67 
creameries, and last year’s four month 
figures being 4,952,816 Ibs. from 49 
créameries. : 

In the cream grading service initi- 
ated by the government last year there 
are now 56 graders employed com- 
pared with 41 last year, due to the in- 
crease in creameries, For the four 
months this season, a total of 23,285,- 
495 lbs. of cream has been ed, 
compared with 19,896,360 lbs. lbs. last 
year in the same period, The percent- 
age of special grade cream was 33.7 
compared with 28.8 last year, and the 
percentage of firsts was 43.1 compared 
with 37.9 last year. The percentage of 
seconds has been reduced from 30.7 
last year to 19.5 this year. There has 
been a slight reduction in the standard 
of firsts this year to make the grades 
of the three western provinces uni- 
form, but_this has not materially af- 
fected the fact that there has been a 
steady increase in the percentage of 
high quality cream, 

Since assuming for the federal gov- 
ernment the duty of grading. butter 
for export from Alberta under the 
new federal regultaions, the provincial 
grading system has graded a total of 
56,598-lbs. for export during the 4 
months mentioned. “ Special shh ments 
of eveamery butter to the British mar- 
ket are now being made weekly, in an 
effort to establish a footing in that 
market prior to the opening of the 
New Zealand shipping season,
